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The Socialist Administration 
and the Tax Question 

I Mere is s P’cat deal of disMtiafaction anna, the citiseiu of 
Milwaakec because the taxes this year arc considerably higher 
than last year. 

Many people blame tbc BocUl-Dcmocratic administration. 
Yet this is not only very imjust, but it ahowt a deplorM>le 
lack of information kbout the administraiion of affairs in this city. 

... 

The present administration has nothing to do with the taxes for this 
year, except that it baa to enforce them. The tax levy wai fixed by the 
former regime, by the Rote goeemment. Our tax levy will go into cRcct 
next year. • 1 

So if any indignant citlxcn wants to "make a Idck," he will have to send 
it in the direction of David S. Rose and the Democratic aggregation which 
still held sway last year. 

... 

However, the question of taxes is very much misunderstood on general 
prindplca 

As I have said before, the question is not bow much taxes a person 
pays, but how much benefit the tax-payer derivek from them. 

A tax of Iw a year on a cottage may be very high and costly, if' the 
money is aquaiplered—if there are bad streets, unhealthy sanitary condi. 
tions and no benefit otherwise to the people. 

On the other hand, a tax^of $40 on the same property m» be very 
low D tbi lax.payer gats'fine* atrests, caccUent tchools, beautihil pul^ 
model sanitary conditiont and other advantages—in short, if the city is 
mfde a fit place for decent people, and especially for working people, to 
live and bring up a family. 

... 

In fact, every dollar paid in taxes ought to bring its full value in bene- 
fitw'IoT all the people. And every tax-payer kndwa by this time that the 
Social-Democratic administration will try to stretch every dollar aa far in 
tiiat direction as it will possibly go. 

Howfver, the trouble ia dut we Social-Democrats have to suffer for 
the sins of our predecessors in this direction as in every other. 

There can be no doubt that our tax lyatem is miserable and inefficient 
beyond description. 

There can be no doubt that a tremendous amount of property, which 
ought to be taxed under the law—and it is property of wealthy people—is 
now escaping laxalhw. 

• . • 

For instance, just take the general condition. According to the figures 
of the United Slates census for the year 1900—the latest figures available 
—iS3a cstabliahmenta owned $i6a,i39,64t of property in Mflwaukee. 

According to the aaaeaor'a figures the total valuation of the property of 
the city of Milwaukee in 1906 was $301,585,117. 

' ... '* 

According to the United States Census for Manufactures in 1900, the 
items of cash and sundries in 1533 establishments alone were given aa 
•• 9 .* 6 M 15 - , 

But in 1906, the entire personal property of all the cituena of Milwau¬ 
kee was assessed tt a total of $43,973^587, although since 1900 the city had 
grown tremendously. ' 

In otker words, 'the assessment for personal property for all the' tax- 
paycra of the entire city was less than half what the Census of Manufac¬ 
tures showed for 1533 establishments six years before. 

Talk about tax dodgmgl 

.... 

Another ttem. Last year the Milwaukee bsaebal! club made $50,000. Bui 
tbc penooal taxes of the biseball magnate amounted to a few paltry dol- 
Ijua. Of course, I do not want to intfnuate that this was because Mr. Hsve- 
nor contributed to the Democratic campaign fund. 

* • • 

Still another lUuatration. Lnt year, the ttate demanded—^betides tbe 
taxes on real estate and improvements and on tangible personal property— 
a tax upon $31,000,000 of intangible property. 

However, our city siseaaor in the year 1909 was able to find and assc^ 
only $6^00^00 of intangible property . 

What became of the difference of nearly $15,500,000, on which the city 
was compafled to pay taxes to tbc state? ^ 

What is worse, the dty bad to raise the other asscatments and the 
taxea on other y o pO- t y in order to make up to tbc state and the county 
the taxas for tha $15,000,000. wi^ our tsscaaor could not find.

avenifte revenue per passenger during these 
five years dropped from 3.92 cents to 3.74 
cents. 

Beginning with the year 1905 the rate of 
fare was 5 cents cash, 6 tickets for 25 cents, 
25 tickets for $1.00 Commutation tickets 
good all hours of the day and night. The 
average revenue per passenger for five years 
between 1905 and 1910 was reduced from 
3.92 cents, between the years 1897 and 1900, 
to 3.20 cents. 

The close connection between the con¬ 
stantly increasing proponion of transfer pas¬ 
sengers and the constantly decreasing rate of 
revenue per passenger is plainly shown. 

The increasing use of free transfers is a 
serious problem in the operation of street 
railways all over the country. Courts, and 
public utility commissions recognize this. 
Some commissions are considering plans to 
do away with free transfers, or limit their use.
